fond of the brew thai cheers bul 
nol inebriates — which, by the 
way, is tea. 


And I feel I can give an author!- 


talive answer. The average cup of 
reslauranl lea isn'l lea al all. It 
is a felony perforce, 
high crime 


against two of Ihe noblcsl bever- 
ages of hislory — honcsl 
honesl lea. 


It is a far worse thing to serve a 


bad cup of tea than ir is a b;id 
cup of coffee, because it wounds 
Ihe recipient more grievously. 


Coffee drinkers are hearly, dur- 


ably, down-to-earth people able to 
stand the shocks and disappoint- 
ments of life. But your true K>a 
lover is a finer, more sensitive soul, 
easily depressed by harsh realities. 


I don't say this altogether 
just 


because I am a lea lover myseU', 
although naturally thal's a factor. 
The poets and writers of the pasl 
have hinled at this Irulh. 


"Thank God for tea!" cried Syd- 


ney Smith. "What would Ihe world 
do without lea. I am glad I 
not born before tea!"
